The playground was planned 
in response to. a petition signed 
by,168 area residents — one of 
several petitions submitted ask- 


ing for a playground over more 


than a decade. 
But,, as Park Commission 
Chairman Clifford J. Nilan* ob- 
served in November, the parks 
department has received littte 
support since from those who 
asked for\the park. ‘aia 


"The abutters have complained 
that the park will lower property 


values, endanger children -be- 
cause of its proximity to the 
river and create heavy traffic. 


They requested a fence along 


the perimeter, especially by the 
river, and one was promised. 


the fence has been omitted’ in 
the most recent plan filed with 
the Planning Board. 

Hebert confirms that, but says 
the Planning Board objected, to 


a fence along the river because 


the sandpit is a natural overflow 
basin during floods. A fence 
may still be built, he said, but 
“somewhere further in.” . 

In a November 1978 round of 
the playground battle, Goodman 


challenged ‘the legality of a Con-.

But no matter. City Engineer | 
James J. Riddle, who is also a mem- | 
ber of the Conservation Commission, | 
has whomped up drawings for the | 
proposed new ramp, complete with a 
king-sized breakwater designed to | 
reduce the threat to,the lives and | 
limbs of swimmers at the public | 
beach. And Park Superintendent | 
Vinnie Hebert, apparently seeing it | 
as tonic for a master plan to rebuild | 
the whole beach area, has pro- | 
nounced it a worthy concept. He 
speaks airily of a ‘‘multimillion-dol- | 
lar’ ramp as part of a waterfront | 
pleasure dome that would be pre- 


sided over by ‘‘a full-time harbor | 


master” from April to October. With | 
a cocked hat and a long-glass, no 
doubt. 

Fortunately there is one large fly 
in this nautical ointment. Most of the | 
money for the new ramp would have | 
to.come, from the state Department |

. Youngsters learn history 


at Pittsfield’s busy center

Eighty-six 2nd and 3rd graders from the 
Morningside Community School trooped around 
Park Square Wednesday and Thursday, paus- 
ing to discuss landmarks past and present. 

Presumably they ingested some history along 
with exhaust fumes and popcorn. 

Their jaunt was the culmination of a month’s 
study of local history devised by William 
Travis, social studies director. The course, 
“Park Square, nucleus of the community,” 
traced the transformation from village green to 


a present-day park surrounded by a busy traf- 


fic circle. 
“It’s important to learn about your commu- 


nity,’ Said teacher Patricia Fox, adding that 


the teachers like learning about it, too. 

In what was billed as a hands-on use of com- 
munity resources, the youngsters were exposed 
to.a striking and immediate demonstration of 
the changes wrought by the invention of the in- 
ternal combustion engine.

Hebert requested $25,000 from the City 
Council’s Capital Outlay Committee for 
the improvements. The .request, which 
was denied, read in part: ‘For many

Hebert in 1955 advanced two proposals.

Variety of new propo 
for spending leftover federal funds *#%

- Construction of sidewalks to 
save.-busing costs, correction of 
water pressure deficiencies in 
West Pittsfield, establishment of 
a. public arts and theater center, 
dredging..and. cleaning Spring- 
side Pond and resurfacing unfin- 
ished neighborhood streets were 
principal proposals made last 
night for use of $924,000 in left- 
over federal funds here. 

The proposals came at the 
first of two preliminary hearings 
scheduled by the city’s Office of 
Community and Economic De- 
velopment (OCED) which ad- 
ministers federal community 
development bloc grant funds. 

Enumeration of the proposals 
succeeded an argumentative dis- 
cussion over the areas of the 
city in which the funds properly 
can be used, .leading Ward 1 
Councilor Arthur J. Dugas at 
one point to say to OCED Direc- 
tor Janet L. Goldberg, ‘Forgive 
me, but I interpret the rules a 
bit differently than you-do, and 
I’ve read them.” | 


Further hearings 


The second hearing will be 
next Monday at 7:30 at West 
Side Community School. . 

There will be a third and final 
hearing Dec, 23 before the City 
Council which will have the final 
say on how the funds will be 
spent. Ska 
Before the proposals get to the 
Council, however, Ms. Goldberg 
. said staff members will find out 
\\.what latitude the federal money- 


spending guidelines permit, and 
whether, specifically, some or 
all of the $924,000 can be used to 
improve or modernize: Pitts- 
field’s partly antiquated domes- 
tic water system. 

She said the federal regu- 
lations governing expenditure of 
the funds appear clearly to pro- 
hibit their use for major water 
system installations, like filtra- 


tion plants, pipe lining or instal- 


lation of water mains. 

What they do permit, she 
said,is installation of “tertiary 
pipes in neighborhood streets,” 
but that’s about all. 

But At-large Councilor Charles 
P, Garivaltis and Wards 5 and 6 
Councilors Francis A. Chicetto 
and Wilbert N. Stockton argued 
that there is an emergency 
clause in the regulations which 
may permit use of the money 
for water projects needed to cor- 
rect critical deficiencies. 

“T’ve talked to Fire Chief (Jo- 
seph W.) Coy on this,” said 
Stockton, “and I think that with 
the terrible water pressure in 
West Pittsfield, there is an 
emergency there. Whatever can 
be done to correct this should be 
done. Also the quality.” 

Garivaltis, who said he has 
contacted Congressman Silvio 0. 
Conte’s office to look into use of 
the money for water works, said 
he believes. there are several 
ways it can be done.

hat isn't the end of the saga, 
however. In November 1967, five 
Springside Avenue men rang 
doorbells and circulated peti- 
tions in an abortive campaign to 
get the wading pool in working 
order by the following summer.

Springside Park, so named in 
the early 1920s, had its. genesis . 
in 1910. From 1856 to 1866, a |

| What was then described as “a 


pleasant 10 acres of. land” 


_ nearby, known as Abbott Park, 


| was purchased by the late Kel- 


ton B. Miller, publisher of the 


' Eagle, and given to the city. 


Miller stipulated that the city 
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acquire additional land to en- 
large the park, and two years 
later gave the city another two 
acres toward that end. ' 

A quarter-century later, in 
1939, Kelton’s sons, Lawrence K. 
and Donald B. Miller, gave: the 
city 74 acres and the former 
Stephens estate, which was re- 
named Springside House and 
has been the Park Department’s 
headquarters ever since. | 
The park has been steadily en- 
larged through land donations 
and. city purchases, and now en- 
compasses 231 acres, but the 
problem with the pool continues.

Mayor Charles L. Smith last night sub- 
‘mitted a $41,758,729 budget to the City 
Council that eliminates 22 permanent 
jobs, 12 jobs filled by provisional employ- 
ees, and 46 part-time jobs. 

The City Council accepted the budget, 
which is up 8.8 percent from last year’s 
$38,389,068 figure, at a brief special meet- 
ing called to get that action on the re- 


. cord, By law, the mayor must submit it 
to the Council by May 1. The mayor ear- 


lier this week estimated his budget would 


result in a tax rate increase of approxi- 


mately $16. The rate now is $79, 
The City Council has: 46. 4 
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June 15, to act on the budget. 

The public hearing at which the mayor 
and city auditor will explain the entire 
budget will be held May 6. 


Smith did not speak about the budget 
last night, although he gave councilors a 
letter explaining the personnel-cuts. Ear- 
lier yesterday, he told a reporter that de- 
partment: heads, are determining which 
cuts can be accomplished through attri- 
tion and that the Department of Adminis- 
trative Services is compiling a list of city 
employees who will be laid off. 


He estimated roughly that “about half a © 


dozen” permanent employees — all likely

Herklots said city officials are kidding 
themselves if they think separate buying 
by departments will be as effective.

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he has not been given, Downey said. 
The Herklots report, and the ordinance 


establishing the department, call for a 
storeroom controlled by the purchasing 
agent. It was never provided. Depart- 
ments continued to store, control and is- 
sue their own materials. 


That means ‘‘there is no inventory con- 
trol — at least, not that. I am involved 
in,” Downey said. “I have no control 
over thievery.’’ 

Council President Stracuzzi and city 

_ auditor Nicholas J. Sarro believe stock 
clerks should work for the purchasing 
agent, not the department whose stock 
they are watching. They argue that 
sloppy controls or requests for unneeded 
merchandise may go unreported. 

Herklots said establishment of a cen- 
tral storage area “naturally was antici- 
pated.” In addition to monitoring what is 
used and by whom, it would allow the 
city to grab bargains when they became 
available and make sure that one depart- 
ment was not ordering equipment that 
was surplus in another. 

To staff a purchasing department, the 
Herklots report called for a purchasing 
agent and two clerks, one of them a 
higher-rated inventory control and re- 
ceiving clerk. The ordinance originally 
called for a deputy purchasing agent, but 
that provision was deleted shortly after 
Downey was hired — along with one 
setting a four-year term and educational 
and experience qualifications for the pur-

Under department-head 
selection, it was the individual 
against the union brother or sis- 
ter at the next desk. 


Potential for bitterness

good Onota photo deserves another.

“Comfort on the rocks,” a 
scene photographed by Joel 
Librizzi and published in the 
Sept. 6 Eagle, covered more in 
time and space than he imag- 
ined. A clipping of the Page 1 
picture was sent to California, 
and as a result another photo- 
graph taken at the same spot 70 
years ago surfaced. 

Librizzi’s picture shows An- 
thony Castronova of 284 Dewey 
Ave. at Onota Lake. The 1910 
photo came from George A. Ki- 


ligas, a retired Navy chief war- 


rant officer who lives at 4544 


33rd St., San Diego, Calif. He | 
sent both to Castronova with this | 


explanation: 
“This will surprise you,” Ki- 
ligas wrote. “The picture of you 


sunning yourself on the rock at | 
Onota Lake was sent to me by | 
my brother, Harry, who lives in | 
Dalton. It is a copy of a picture | 
we kids had taken many years | 


ago. I was about 11 at the time, 
so the picture must have been 
taken in 1910. 

‘‘My brother thought it was on 
the same rock, but it isn’t.”’ 

However, it is almost a part of 
it, it’s so close. The early pic- 
ture shows the rocks that Cast- 
ronova sits on just behind the 


group photo. The rocks are eas- 


ily identified by the markings 


resembling closed mouths. To-. 
day the lake level is higher, a 


change that Castronova_attri- 
butes to the fact that in 1910 sev- 
eral mills that are no longer in 
operation were drawing water 
from Onota.

Next is Gustave 
Shieble; standing is his brother 
Armand and on the right is 
Jerry Driscoll: This picture al- 
ways brings back wonderful 
memories of the many summers 
we kids spent. swimming and 
fishing on the shore of Onota 
Lake.”

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Reassessing Halloween-float:rules 


To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


The Eagle news story on the Halloween 


parade [Nov. 1] stated that float prizes 
were awarded in only one category be- 
cause “. . . entrants had failed to. indi- 
cate whether their floats, were 
constructed by adults or children.’’ Such 
was not the case for the Stearns School 
float, which was built primarily by: chil- 
dren but had virtually no chance for a 
prize because of the judges’ decision to 
group all entrants in a single category. 

Information forms submitted well in 
advance of the parade clearly indicated 
that we intended to enter a float in the 
“child-built”? category: We: were honest 
enough to state that a small portion of 
the estimated construction time would in- 
volve adult effort, but this would prob- 
ably “be true for any: float since those 
portions which require: adult. skills or. af- 
fect safety (e.g..—- lumber framework 
used to support child-built displays or 
decorations) can and should be con- 
structed only by adults. 2, 

The major portion of the Stearns entry

To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


We as parents are disturbed to learn 
that although floats advertising a particu- 
lar business or promoting a political can- 
didate will not be allowed in the 
Halloween parade, a political candidate 
will be leading the parade. Sheriff Massi- 
miano has been selected as grand mar- 
shal, 

Granted that in the final week before 
election, visibility is important and every 
candidate is seeking maximum exposure, 
why is the sheriff exempted from the pa- 
rade committee’s ruling? Could it be be- 
cause one of the sheriff’s most vocal 
supporters is chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation, which co- 
sponsors the parade? 

Since Sheriff Massimiano has. no chil- 
dren of his own, what is-his interest in 
leading a children’s parade, if not for the 
political exposure it would afford him? 

Checking back over the past dozen 
years, we find that many parades had no 
grand marshal, just police-car escorts (in 
1969, 70, '75, ’76, 77). Sparky the Fire 
Dog was grand marshal in 1972 and ’73. 
In other years, the grand marshal has 
been someone involved with children, 
such as Bob Burke, the Channel 2 TV 


clown, or Marcel Peltier, .a longtime pa- | 
rade organizer. Last year, admittedly, | 
the sheriff did lead the parade, but 
dressed in costume (as a character from 
“The Wizard of Oz’’) — and last year he 
was not a candidate for office. 

We suggest that it would have been 
more appropriate to have given the honor 
to someone like John Clary, who was cho- 
sen Massachusetts Boys’ Club Boy of the 
Year.

rade! 

We object to. having our children used 
as a vehicle for any politician, in costume 
or not. Let’s keep politics completely out 
of the parade, and let our children be 
children!

There 
is too little understanding between ethnic 
and racial groups on earth.

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Flooding at Wahconah = 


To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


I refer to the news item in the. 
Aug. 6 Eagle about flood-control 
planning designed to keep storm 
waters from backing up into 


lowland areas such as Wahco- 


nah Park. | 

I was born a short distance 
from this area and spent a good 
many years in the vicinity. 
About 55 years ago, the city 
dump was located at the foot of 
Park Street and’ extended to 
Wahconah Park. It was filled 
into a depth of about 10 feet, 
then covered with gravel and 
again'filled in to the same 
depth, and again given a Ccov- 
ering of gravel. This mass of 
junk floats on a bottomless 
swamp. 3 

I once watched pile drivers 
drive telephone poles, one on top 
of the other, and still not. hit bot- 
tom along the water pipe that 
runs from Wahconah Street to 
the river. This alleviated flood- 
ing at this area on Wahconah 
Street. 

At one time, the river divided 
at Burdock Park (the home for 
bums behind the center-field 
fence), one branch located at 
the present bed and the other 
running near King Street. The 


. King Street bed was eliminated 


when the dump was located on 


!’ King Street. 


Plans were made to move the 


river bed from its present loca- 
tion to the old King Street bed.: 
It was on paper and never Car- 
ried out. | 
About 55 years ago, the pre- 


sent bed was dredged as refuse 
from the dump had found its 


way into the river. A barge was | 


built at the Linden Street bridge 
and a large steam shovel placed 
on it. This was towed toward the 
Burdock Park area, cleaning the . 
bed on its way. It was meant to 
drain Wahconah Park area. 


One of the men said to me that 
it was a waste of time to do this 
work. The problem he said was 
between. the Linden Street 
bridge and the West Street 
bridge. Along this area is a rock 
ledge which acts as a dike. It 
keeps the Wahconah Park area 
from draining. The only way to 
stop flooding in the park is to 
move the river bed to the King 
Street bed and remove the rock 
ledge.

Pity the high school skier. 
| First of all, the cross-country skiers and ski 
| Jumpers are still dreaming of a white Christ- 
mas, but will soon settle for a white St. Valen- 
tine’s Day. They haven't set foot on snow yet, 
and will miss at least three scheduled meets. 
The alpine skiers missed one week of action 
for lack of snow, and finally got into harness 
this week. 


But the crushing blow is the apparent death, 
at least for this year, of the Berkshire Inter- 
scholastic ski meet, a 35-year tradition that is 
anticipated by the skiers as the Super Bowl of 
local high school skiing competition. . 


And despite a lot of squawking about the can- 
/cellation, there is really no one to blame. The 
reason is a combination of conformation with 
state rules and the ominous threat of lawsuits 
_ hanging over the heads of the sponsors.

Since. 1945, the event has been sponsored by 
the Pittsfield Winter Sports Committee as an 
event of the annual Winter Carnival. It turns 
out that’s a no-no, aécording to the state high 

school sports bible, the Massachusetts Inter- 
Scholastic Athletic Association (MIAA) “Blue 
| Book.”’ That book dictates that such a multi- 
school event ‘has*to- be sponsored by a school, 
' not an outside group such as the Winter Sports 
| Committee. 
| As a result, in the past several years, some 
| heroic erea high school principals have signed 
their names as Official sponsor of the event, 
_ over which they exercise no control. The princi- 
| _ pals have signed on as sponsors, to conform the 
event with state rules, then let the Winter 
_ Sports Committee run the show. 
| This has been a subtle form. of Russian rou- 
_lette for the principals, who have had to sit by 
_and hope no skier would be hurt and sue the 
| principal as the sponsor: 
_ “The principals themselves are, somewhat 
‘gun-shy,”’ said Pittsfield School Superintendent, 
‘John B: Davis, who had signed his name to 
‘some of the Interscholastics while he was prin- 
cipal at Taconic High. ‘They assume the re- 


‘sponsibility and don’t control the event.’”’ The - 


| first year Davis signed, there was a problem of

_ But the real problem is threat of lawsuit re- 
sulting from a skier’s injury. So far, it hasn’t

just don’t want to chair an event. Say the event 
Is held at Brodie, as in the past several years. 
‘They can sue Brodie, ‘the committee, then 
they’ ll hit me and anybody else involved. It’ S 
que too likely, but it can happen.”’

Tony Crea of Pittsfield chaired the Winter

“I’m still worried about the suit a year 


later,”’ Crea said. ‘‘The chairman puts in a lot 
of free hours, then worries about whether he’s 
going to get sued. It’s not worth it.” 

That is the same threat faced by the princi- 
pals who sign their name to the Inter- 
scholastics. The solution, apparently, is to take 
the event out of the hands of the Winter Sports 
Committee and give it to the schools, which 
have to play it by the Blue Book.

“Everybody wants the Interscholastics, but 
we have to be sure they’re in order,” Wahco- 
nah ski coach Dana Billings conceded. ‘‘Before 
now, nobody was really looking. This year, it 
was just that somebody had to put their foot 
down sometime.

It appears there will be no Interscholastics 
this year, especially since the county high 
school principals’ association has already voted 
down the schools’ request to conduct the event:

Some observers, including Cartier, Taconic |
